to western farmers as. the order 
will result in farmers being de- 
nied the opportunity of obtaining 
the premium procurable for malt- 
ing barley.@ 


Following is the wire sent to Mr 
Gardiner, 


“Recent orders of Feeds Adminis- 
trator prohibiting selection of bar- 
ley grade 3 C,\W., for export is ex- 
tremely detrimental to producers’ 
interests, Weather over west last 
few days has been very wet and 
will lower barley grades, Malting 
types which ordinarily would qua- 
lify for top grades will now be 
lowered but shippers will still se- 
lect these types for malting pur- 
poses with payment of malting pr- 
emium, To prohibit the export of 
these types denies the producer 
the opportunity for malting pre- 
mium, Surely there are: plenty of 
feed supplies in Canada - without 
penalizing barley producers, We

And while I had really no time 
to think or meditate upon this _sub- 
ject which later was to become the 
most vital thing in my life, I was 
nevertheless dominated by the ¢o- 
mpelling thought of whether my 
mother and my people or the little 
red book, was right, 


During the day, a young man 
came to look for a furnished room, 
There were several vacant, and he 
selected one most suited to his lik 
ing, 


When a new roomer took posse- 
ssion of and deposited his belong- 
ings in his room, I had acquired 
the habit of enterfng and examin- 
ing the little things which he us- 
ually placed on the stands, such 
as hairbrushes, photographs, combs 
toilet articles, etc, These rooms 
my world during two entire weeks 
with no moment given me to str- 
oll through the streets and look in- 
to shop windows, And it always 
was a relief to go into rooms where 
new pew people came and went 
all the time and handle their art- 
icles and examine the strange ob- 
jects belonging to American peoplt, 


This young man happened to 
be a student, and had books, I 
burned to see these books and 
watched for hours, while working 
tor the departure of the new room- 
er, At last, towards noon, I saw 
him leave the house and I hasten- 
ed up, There beside the bed, on a 
little stand were two volumes, I 
had never in all my life geen such 
binding before, Beautiful, soft 
black leather binding constituted 
the cover of a book made up of 
the softest and thinnest paper I had 
ever seen, Cautiously, I reached 
out for the volume and felt for 
it, It was so soft and flexible and 
yeilding, I bent it and twisted it 
and straightened it, and there was 
a fascination about the very bind- 
ing of the book which so greatly 
appealed to me that it was diffi- 
cult to let go of it, 


I opened the book and to my 
very great delight, it was printed 
in beautiful large German type, 
Yes, it was a German Book and 
the first thing I read was the story 
of Abraham offering up his son 
Isaac as a living sacrifice to God 
This story was one of my favorites 
in the old Bible, Indeed, this book 
was the Bible printed in the Ger- 
man language, 


It was dinner time but I quick- 
ly excused myself from the table 
in order to spend the time in the 
student’s room with his beautiful 
book, While reading a few verses 
I noticed that at the end of many 
of the verses there were printed 
abbreviations and numbers, This 
{puzzled me and I determined to 
ask someone, perhaps the new ro- 
omer himself, what these meant, 
After lunch when I went downst- 
airs again to continue my work, I 
told my landlady of the books up- 
stairs and incidentally mentioned 
the abbreviations and numbers 
found at the end of the verses in 
that Bible, 


“These,” she safd "are what we 
call references, For instance if it 
says Matt, that means Matthew and 
the firs number is the chapter 
while the next is that of the verse 
in that chapter It means that you 
must look up‘a reference in the 
New Testament,'t ) 


I reniember that, and determin- 
ed that at my next opportunity I 
would compare these references 
and look them up in my little red 
book, 


This proved an interesting game 
for the space of two weeks, Hence- 
forth. I felt no longer lonesome, 
; had something to do which great- 


ly interested me and held me spell. 
bound, Every moment I could steal 


away from the arduous duties im- 


“posed upon me was spent in that— 


room, I had double difficulties to 
accomplish this, When I happened 
to be free, the roomer was in and 
I could not get into the room, It 
would not do, of course for a for- 
eigner like myself to go up and 
say to the German student, “My 
friend, I am interested in your 
books and will you permit me to 
read them while you are here?” 
And when he was out, I could not 
go in as often just at that time I 
had to be with my landlady and 
either work under her supervision 
or else listen to one of her many 
lectures on how not to do the very 
thing I was doing, It thefefore de- 
pened entirly upon whether I had 
the time and opportunity and whe- 


ther the roomer was out at the 
same time, 


But a wonderful game it was 
to me,, whenever I did have a 
chance to read the Old Testament 
and to have to look up referenc: 
in the New, : 


Without any plan or intention 
I decided to start in the part of 
the Bible whete most referencs 
were to be found, I saw the great- 
est proportion of small-type refer- 
ences in the Prophet Isaiah, and 
began there systematically to go 
through each chapter, 


At first it was just a game, But 
as I progressed and advanced and 
finally came to the seventh chap- 
ter, I struck the fourteenth verse 
where it speaks of the Jewish Me- 
ssiah coming through a virgin 
birth, When I read that verse in 
the Old Testament I closed my 
eyes and tried to repeat it in or- 
iginal Hebrew, because it sound- 
ed strange to me, It seemed to me 
as though I had never read this 
verse before, Isaiah, I figured 
must have lived around six or se.
